He queationed
its legality and was Inclined to belleve
that the Board of Education would not
even give It sericus consideration He
declares that if the school bourd should
grant (s sanctlon the present system
of musie lustruction In the publie schools
The school laws
requirs that all instrucUon in the publie
schools ahell be given by cortifed teach-
ern, and It ls not likely, in the opinlon of
Director Pearson, that certificates would
be given to tha lnatructors employved by
the soclety.
